Ambassador Gerard who, because of his position in 
German court circles at Berlin, preceding and during the 
early days of the war prior to America’s entrance into the 
struggle, is in a position to give a better opinion than any 
other one man as to the probabilities 
of governmental 
changes in the Kaiser’s domain has always, until recently, 
been rather skeptical of any German revolution. 
Recently, however, Mr. Gerard has given public ex­ 
pression to some very interesting views. 
Since the dis­ 
asters of the year have come upon the I tun armies, our for­ 
mer representative at the court of the Kaiser, inclines to 
the belief that with the return if the defeated armies to 
Germany an accounting for the awful tragedy which the 
war Urds have brought upon the nation will he demanded. 
There is much force in the statement of Mr. Gerard 
that at the present time there is no one left in Germany 
to lead a revolution against the army, but with the 
return of hundreds of thousands of war-weary disappoint­ 
ed soldiers, who have been villianously deceived, to bank­ 
rupt and devastated land, the storm of righteous indigna­ 
tion will break forth with all its long ^)ent-up fury and 
the reign of terror which will ensue will exceed, by far, 
that which has gripped Russia an dcaused the world to 
stand aghast. 
While Mr. Gerard docs not state so in that many 
words, it is clear that he would not be surprised if the up­ 
rising in Germany preceded the destruction of the armies 
by the allies. 
It is probable that when the armies on the* western 
front undertake to withdraw from the great trap into which 
Marshal Foch has forced them, they will not halt again 
at the command of their imperial masters, hut will launch 
the revolution at that time. 


No Plan for Retreat 


Germany, with her remarkably “efficient” war organi­ 
zation, started at top speed—she was a e to mobilize her 
full strength almost over night. 
, 
When the Kaiser sounded the tocsin of war hundreds 
of thousands of Germans stepped from the walks of civil 
and industrial life of the nation into a uniform. 
Every 
man’s gu nwas ready and labelled. 
The world had made no such preparation for defense 
and it required time to mobilize. That’s why the world 
has continued to fight on and on and why the armies of 
the allies have grown stronger with each passing day and 
why even yet, with all the enormous force in France, the 
supreme endeavor lias not yet been made. 
That’s why Germany is failing steadily to check the 
advancing allies. Germany began at the very crest of lier 
power and, unable to wrin a victory quickly, has been stead­ 
ily going back. 
With all the offensive arrogance and egotism the Huns 
made no plans for defeat, while the allies were compelled 
to face that contingency in the early days of the war. That 
fact too is another reason why Germany’s decline will he 
rapid and why the general staff will have difficulty iii ex­ 
tricating the armies on the western front. The Germans 
must do everything according to plan and no retreat has 
been planned. 


Hun Propaganda 


We have been warned, time and time again, to be on 
our guard against a German peace offensive following the 
defeat of the German armies. 
'file Germans and the German sympathizers are ex­ 
perts in taking advantage of conditions over w hich they 
have no control, to boost their own game. 
A favorite propaganda, the one most resorted to, is to 
start circulating rumors that Germans are responsible for 
the prevalence of an epidemic, a flood, a fire, or even the 
storms. 
That sort of tiling helps the Hun clai into being super­ 
men, able to accomplish the impossible. All with the idea 
of scaring folks. 
German sympathizers wait patiently for something 
out of the ordinary to occur and then instead of denying 
indignantly any suggestion that the Huns are responsible 
for it they placidly encourage the circulation of wild rum­ 
ors charging it all up to the Germans. 
Everyone who circulates a wild sensational story at­ 
tributing calamity to the Germans is a Hun propagandist 
and is aiding the Hun peace drive. 
Perhaps innocently. 
The sooner a few folks get the silly notion of German 
supermen out of their heads the better for them and their 
neighbors. The fact about the matter is that they are very 
small potatoes.
